DEFINITIONS  OF  PROGRAMS 

•  Twelve-year  Program 

The  Italian  Language  and  Culture  Twelve-year  Program  (K-12)  is  intended  for  students  who 
are  beginning  their  study  of  Italian  language  and  culture  in  Kindergarten  or  Grade  1. 

•  Six-year  Program 

The  Italian  Language  and  Culture  Six-year  Program  (Grades  7-8-9,  10-6Y,  20-6Y,  30-6Y)  is 
intended  for  students  who  are  beginning  their  study  of  Italian  language  and  culture  in  junior 
high  school. 

•  Three-year  Program 

The  Italian  Language  and  Culture  Three-year  Program  (10-3Y,  20-3Y,  30-3Y)  is  intended  for 
students  who  are  beginning  their  study  of  Italian  language  and  culture  in  senior  high  school. 


THE  CONCEPTUAL  MODEL 

The  aim  of  the  Italian  language  and  culture  programs  of  study  is  the  development  of 
communicative  competence  in  Italian. 

Four  Components 

For  the  purposes  of  the  programs  of  study,  communicative  competence  is  represented  by  four 
interrelated  and  interdependent  components. 

Applications  deal  with  what  the  students  will  be  able  to  do  with  the  language,  the  functions 
they  will  be  able  to  perform  and  the  contexts  in  which  they  will  be  able  to  operate. 

Language  Competence  addresses  the  students'  knowledge  of  the  language  and  their 
ability  to  use  that  knowledge  to  interpret  and  produce  meaningful  texts  appropriate  to  the 
situations  in  which  they  are  used. 

Global  Citizenship  aims  to  develop  intercultural  com  petence,  with  a  particular  focus  on 
culture  of  the  Italian-speaking  world. 

Strategies  help  students  learn  and  communicate  more  effectively  and  more  efficiently. 

Each  of  these  components  is  described  more  fully  in  the  program  of  studies.

Annotation: 

Allegro  3  is  the  third  of  a  three-part  j  eries  published  in  Italy.  It  contains  a  teacher's  guide,  a  student  text/workbook 
and  an  audio  CL  with  dialogues.  The  resource  is  written  in  Italian.  The  nonreproducible  student  text/workbook  is 
colourful  and  attractive  in  its  layout  and  includes  a  strong  contemporary  cultural  component.  Many  of  the  pictures  and 
the  content  seem  to  be  more  appropriate  for  a  mature  student  who  already  has  a  good  grasp  of  the  language.  It  has  a 
grammatical  appendix  in  the  back  that  includes  verbs.  There  is  also  a  fill-in-the-blank  glossary.  This  resource  would 
be  a  good  source  of  lesson  ideas  and/or  a  grammatical  reference  for  teachers  at  the  senior  high  school  levels. 

The  audio  CD,  which  provides  authentic  and  well-enunciated  conversations,  could  be  used  on  its  own,  with  teacher- 
created  exercises  or  simply  as  a  source  to  provide  listening  exercises  that  help  familiarize  the  ear  to  native  speakers 
of  Italian. 

The  teacher's  guide  is  well  laid  out  and  thorough,  and  requires  the  teacher  to  have  a  strong  understanding  of  the 
language  The  lessons  in  the  teacher's  guide  outline  the  theme,  the  objectives,  the  required  materials,  the  lexical 
fields  and  the  grammar  covered  in  the  lesson.  The  guide  also  provides  details  regarding  anticipatory  sets;  a  variety  of 
activities,  including  group  activities  and  games;  the  answer  key  to  exercises  in  the  student  workbook;  transcriptions  of 
the  dialogue;  reproducible  graphic  organizers  and  activity  pages;  and  a  variety  of  ways  to  teach  and  practice  the 
concepts  taught.

This  resource  is  a  booklet  containing  a  collection  of  very  short  narratives  about  "everyday  life  experiences  of  young 
Italian  people  "  Each  reading  is  accompanied  by  one  to  two  small  activities,  usually  including  a  set  of  simple 
comprehension  questions  Other  activities  include  simple  vocabulary  questions  and  correcting  Italian  sentences  that 
contain  deliberate  errors.  There  is  a  glossary  with  nouns  and  verb  infinitives  at  the  end  of  the  book  A  teacher  may 
find  this  resource  useful  as  a  source  of  short  quizzes  or  exercises. 

It  is  important  to  note  that,  although  the  subject  matter  of  the  readings  seems  to  be  directed  at  an  older  teenage 
audience,  the  illustrations  would  probably  be  more  appropriate  for  a  younger  teen.  The  vignette-activity  combination 
remains  largely  consistent  throughout  and  could  become  repetitive  if  all  the  exercises  were  done  within  a  short  time 
period.  Also,  the  glossary  at  the  back  may  not  include  all  the  words  the  student  would  need  to  look  up

This  resource  is  a  workbook  intended  for  student  use,  but  a  teacher  may  also  use  it  as  a  source  for  activity  ideas.  It 
consists  of  a  series  of  student-centred  activity  sheets  that  address  personal  aspects  of  the  student,  such  as  family, 
colours,  hobbies,  personality,  preferences  and  interests.

•  There  are  some  others  that  could  negatively  affect  self  esteem,  pages  17,  29  or  the  test  on  page  39  and  teachers 
may  not  want  to  use  these.

This  video  shows  a  second-year  Japanese  classroom  in  a  senior  high  school.  The  video  focuses  on  the  importance  of 
being  an  active  learner  and  incorporating  a  student-centred  approach  to  learning  a  second  language.  The  teacher 
acts  as  a  facilitator  and  guides  students  through  their  learning  about  the  Japanese  language  and  culture  by  engaging 
them  in  a  common  topic;  i.e.,  celebrating  New  Year's  Day  in  Japan. 

The  teacher  engages  students  in  active  learning  and  accommodates  different  learning  styles  by  creating  a  learning 
environment  in  which  the  class  is  divided  into  two  groups.  One  group  focuses  on  reading  and  writing  about  activities 
that  happen  in  Japan  on  New  Year's  Day;  e.g.,  special  foods  and  exchanging  gifts  (money).  The  second  group 
participates  in  authentic  New  Year's  Day  activities,  e.g.,  singing  songs,  making  cards  and  playing  games  Both  groups 
then  switch  activities  At  the  end  of  the  video,  the  instructor  gives  students  an  opportunity  to  articulate  what  they  have 
learned,  in  English,  to  assess  their  understanding  of  concepts  learned  during  the  lesson. 

The  video  also  offers  a  cross-cultural  analysis  of  how  New  Year's  Day  is  celebrated  in  different  cultures  around  the 
world. 

This  resource  supports  many  of  the  curricular  objectives  found  in  the  language  and  culture  programs  of  study  and  has 
a  good  instructional  design.

This  video  depicts  a  grade  3  and  4  German  classroom  where  the  teacher  does  not  have  a  homeroom.  She 
demonstrates  a  creative  way  to  use  teaching  materials  that  allows  her  to  have  all  materials  on  a  cart.  The  lesson 
presented  on  the  video  combines  the  topics  of  seasons  and  holidays,  e.g.,  Fasching,  Halloween,  to  reinforce  basic 
reading  skills,  build  cultural  knowledge  and  introduce  more  abstract  thinking.  The  teacher  begins  and  concludes  the 
lesson  by  having  students  sing  theme-related  songs  to  establish  the  learning  environment  and  to  reinforce  their 
learning  During  the  lesson,  she  uses  visuals,  e.g.,  student-made  month  and  season  clocks,  sentence  strips,  a  Venn 
diagram,  to  engage  students  in  the  active  learning  of  German.  She  groups  students  in  a  circle  or  in  pairs  to  allow  them 
to  participate  and  practise  German  in  meaningful  ways

This  Italian  resource  consists  of  a  course  book  and  an  accompanying  CD,  an  activity  book,  a  teacher's  book  and  an 
interactive  CD.  The  course  book  is  very  colourful  and  appealing.  It  contains  photographs  and  illustrations  of  various 
sizes  throughout  the  text.  The  cultural  component  is  contemporary.  The  course  book  provides  a  logical  scope  and 
sequence  of  themes  that  correlate  with  those  in  the  program  of  studies.  It  gives  straightforward  grammatical 
explanations.  The  exercises  in  the  workbook  are  varied  and  appealing,  complementing  topics  and  exercises  in  the 
course  book. 


The  teacher's  guide  is  clear  and  well  organized.  It  contains  blackline  masters,  review  exercises  and  tests  for  the  units. 

The  audio  component  has  five  discs.  Included  on  the  discs  are  dialogues,  presentations,  songs  and  poems  found  in 
the  course  book;  pertinent  listening  exercises  found  in  the  student  activity  book;  and  tests  from  the  teachers  book. 

The  interactive  CD  contains  electronic  versions  of  the  course  and  activity  books  It  also  contains  some  resources  for 
teachers  without  Internet  access.  However,  the  CD  requires  users  to  set  up  their  computers  with  the  required 
software;  e.g.,  Adobe,  Macromedia  These  instructions  are  included.  The  online  Web  site  provides  the  teacher  with 
student  questions,  audio,  cultural  links,  electronic  slide  show  presentations  and  other  useful  content.
